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'T H1s Work is the firſt which lays before the 
Reader a complete ſeries of Engliſh Medals down to 
the Revolution. Mr. Evelyn, in his NuMIsMATa, 
publiſhed many Engliſh Medals, and about the middle 
of this century Mr. Perry engraved ſome plates of 
them; but Mr. Snelling's plates greatly exceeded all 
former attempts in this way. _ 

'The Publiſhers of the preſent Work have improved 
upon Mr. Snelling's plan, in ſupplying his deficiencies, 
and giving a deſcription with the plates. Their ex- 
pence has been conſiderable, and the fruit of 1 it is now 
ſubmitted to the Public. 

Mr. Snelling” 8 Collection, though meritorious, was 
ſo incomplete, that more than a third of the plates 
now appear for the firſt time, and in thoſe ſome of the 
moſt rare and curious Medals are contained.

If we except the Medals of the Popes, this Collec- 
tion may boaſt of being the firſt genuine and complete 
one of its kind, Notwithſtanding the eminence of 
France in books of ſcience muſt be acknowledged, 
yet that country has as yet only the fabulous and 


imaginary Works of De Bie and Typotius, and a few 


detached plates by Le Clerc, Germany, Spain, and 


the other countries of Europe”, have no Collection of 
this kind, though all muſt allow that its importance 


to the hiſtory and arts of a country ought to render it 
a national object every where. 


The Publiſhers beg leave to acknowledge, with 


gratitude, the liberality of that eminent Medalliſt 
Dr, Couz in favour of this Work.

As there are no cotemporary Medals of Engliſh Sovereigns till 
the reign of Henry VIII., this Plate, and the next, contain thoſe 
done by the celebrated Daſſier, from William the Conqueror to 
the above reign. Daſſier was a native of Geneva, who came to 
England about the year 1740, after having acquired great repu- 
tation by his ſet of medals of the chief Proteſtant Reformers, pub- 
liſhed 1725, and other fine works in this line. 

Even in the Papal ſeries, the earlieſt and beſt in modern 
Europe, there are no cotemporary medals till Paul II. 1464. 
Thoſe from Martin V. 1417, were only executed in 1655. No 
apology needs therefore be offered for theſe two plates of Daſſier's 
medals; which, though common in this country, are neverthe- 
leſs entitled to high eſteem, from their excellent execution.

On the 23d day of May, 1480, Pierre d' Aubuſlon being Grand 
Maſter, the Pacha Miſach Palzologus, a Chriftian renegado, laid 
ſiege to Rhodes, with a fleet of 160 veſſels, and a land army of 
100,000 men. This ſiege, one of the moſt memorable, was 
puſhed, and ſuſtained, with all the valour and ast imaginable. 
The fortifications were quite diſmantled by the Turkiſh artillery : 
and the knights defended themſelves on the ruins of the ram- 
parts; many being ſlain, and the Grand Maſter receiving five 
wounds. In ſpite of all theſe advantages, the Turks were put to 
flight, and forced to reimbark on the 19th of Auguſt, leaving 
9,000 dead, and carrying off 15,000 wounded. Such was the 
iſſue of this famous ſiege, which laſted 89 days. If I miſtake 


not, there is a particular narrative of this ſiege, written and pub- 


liſhed ſoon after, in which it is likely that the actions of Kendal 
may occur. 

This medal, which is evidently done in Troy at the time, as 
the reader may perceive by comparing its fabric with the early 
Italian medals, in the Mu/zum Mazzuchellianum, is caſt, not 
ſtruck. It was found in Knareſborough foreſt, in the beginning 
of this century; and paſſed into the Muſzum of Mr. T horeſpy, 


who publiſhed it in his Ducatus Leodienſis. It is now in the 
Devonſhire collection.

William Herbert Earl of Pembroke, ſon of Sir Richard Her- 
bert of Ewyar, was Squire of the Body to K ing Henry VIII. 
and afterwards Chamberlain. He was made Receiver General of 
the King's revenues in South Wales during life; and in the 28th 
of Henry VIII., in conſideration of his ſervices, had an annuity 
granted him of 461. 13s. 4d.; in the 35th of Henry VIII. he 
had a grant to himſelf, and Anne his wife, of the houſe and 
ſcite of the late monaſtry of Wilton, in the county of Wilts, 
and of divers lands in that county, Southampton, Dorſet, Somer- 
ſet, Devon, and Cornwall. Henry VIII. left him Executor to 
his laſt will, with a legacy of 3oo/., and appointed him Coun- 
ſellor to his ſon Edward, in whoſe reign he was made Knight of 
the Garter, Maſter of the Horſe, Baron Herbert of Cardiff, and 

Earl of Pembroke. In this reign he ſuppreſſed ſeveral inſurrec- 
tions in Somerſetſhire, Devonſhire, and Cornwall. Under Queen 
Mary he commanded the forces againſt Wyat, was General of the 
Engliſh army at St. Quintin's, Lord Preſident of Wales, and twice 
Governor of Calais. Under Queen Elizabeth he was made Great 
Maſter of the Houſehold ; but loſt her favour for a time, being 
the chicf promoter of the intended marriage of the Duke of Nor- 
folk with Mary Queen of Scots. He married Anne Parr, ſiſter 
to Catherine Parr and the Marquis of Northampton, by whom 
he had two ſons and one daughter; but this wife died the 28th 


of February, 1551; after which he married the daughter of 


George Earl of Shrewſbury, by whom he had no children, and 
who outlived him. He died at Hampton Court the 17th of 
March, 1569-70, ætat. 63. The reverſe doth not ſeem to have

But the protection which Elizabeth gave to the Dutch, and the 


aid ſhe lent to the very formation and ex iſtence of their Republic, 
together with the fewneſs of her domeſtic medals, are induce- 
ments to produce the Dutch medals of her time relating to Eng- 


land.

to Henry VIII., with an allowance of fifty marks per annum 
and at the interview between Henry and Francis he was one of 
the challengers for the Engliſh at the tilts and tournaments. In 
zoth Henry VIII. he was created Lord Parr; and in 33d year of 
ſame reign he married Anne, daughter and heireſs of Henry Bou- 
chier, Earl of Efſex ; but in the year following his children were 
baſtardiſed by act of Parliament: notwithſtanding which, in the 
35th of Henry VIII., on the 23d of December, the King having 
married his ſiſter in July preceding, he was created Earl of Eſſex, 
the honour of her father; and he was Executor to this King's 
will. In 1ſt of Edward VI. he was created Marquis of Nor- 
| champton 16th February; and in the 4th year of this King's 

reign he was conſtituted Lord Great Chamberlain for life. About 
this time he married Elizabeth, daughter to George Lord Cob- 
ham, and obtained a ſpecial act of Parliament for annulling 
his marriage with Anne, daughter of the Earl of Eſſex, and alſo 

for ratifying his marriage with the ſaid Elizabeth, and for legiti- 
mating the children which ſhould be begotten between them. 
In the 5th Edward VI. he went Ambaſſador to the King of 
France to preſent him with the order of the Garter. On the 
death of Edward he was one of the firſt who ſigned the letter to 

Lady Mary, acknowledging Lady Jane Grey Queen of England; 
and he accompanied the Duke of Northumberland to ſuppreſs 
thoſe who had riſen in Suffolk on behalf of Mary, for which he 
was committed to the Tower, and afterwards arraigned before 
the Duke of Norfolk, who fat as Lord High Steward, on the 
18th of Auguſt following, and had judgement of death paſſed on 
him, but was not executed, and before the end of the year was 
reſtored in blood by act of Parliament, but not to his honours ; 
to which he was afterwards reſtored the iſt of Elizabeth, 13th of 
January. This Queen gave him his lands back, and made him 
one of her honourable Privy Council: he was likewiſe joined 
with the Biſhops, &c., for reforming the Liturgy, and made one 
of the Knights of the order of the Garter. His ſecond wife 


dying,

born in Sweden; but had no iſſue by either of them. He died

John of Jeruſalem, commonly called of Rhodes, and ſince of 


Malta. The firſt letter is dated from Madrid, 15th of September, 


1561, the laſt from Venice, 17th of December, 1584. He takes 
the title of Turcopolier, but was not properly confirmed in that 


office. From his letters he appears to have been a man of ho- 


Nour, a lover of his country, and loyal to Elizabeth, though a 


Roman Catholic. Some anecdotes of his family, which was of 


Sufſex, may alſo be found in them. From about 1570 to 1584 


he reſided at Venice, where theſe two medals appear to have been 


done.

Sir Thomas Sackville was a perſon of great literary and poli- 
tical abilities. He ſucceeded early in life to an immenſe eſtate, 
which he thought ſet him above ceconomy ; but in a few years, 
by his magnificence, he found himſelf in debt. The indignity 
of being kept in waiting by an Alderman, of whom he had 
occaſion to borrow money, made him reſolve to be an economiſt.

In this office he was 
continued by James, who created him Earl of Dorſet, March 
the 13th, 1603-4.

nel Bellaryſe, Governor of York, at Selby, the 11th of April, 
1644. After Sir Thomas Glemham had ſurrendered York, and 

the Earl of Newcaſtle had retired beyond ſea, he ſucceeded to 
the government of that city, and of the northern counties. He 
died at York March 13, 1647-8. 

Sir Thomas Fairfax, afterwards Lord Fairfax, learned the art 
of war under Horatio Lord Vere, in the Netherlands. He was a 
man of great integrity, and military accompliſhments ; but his 
natural ſimplicity was ſo great, that he was ever the dupe of 
Cromwell, who quickly reaped the fruit of all his victories. 
Lord Vere was famous for doing great things with a few men, 
and Fairfax with the loſs of few.

on the third day, when he was nearly overpowered by numbers, 
he was joined by Prince Rupert, who raviſhed the victory from 
the enemy's hands. The laſt diſplay of his courage was expoling 
himſelf to the cannon ſhot of the Dutch when they burnt the 
Engliſh ſhips at Chatham. He was greatly beloved by the ſeamen.

SIR EDMUNDBURY GODFREY. 


IN the year 1678, when the public mind was remarkably 
heated by the Popith plot, diſcovered or pretended by Tonge and 
Oates, Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, a magiſtrate who had taken the 
information of Oates, and who was thought rather active againſt 
the Papiſts, was, on Saturday the 12th of October, 1678, miſſing, 
and on Thurſday the 17th of October was found murdered in a 
ditch near Primroſe Hill. Suſpicions naturally fell on the Papiſts; 
and at that time ſuſpicions were as ſparks in gunpowder. In the 
reign of James II. Sir Roger L'Eſtrange publiſhed his Myſtery 
c of the Death of Sir E. Godfrey unfolded,” in which he 
attempts to prove that Sir Edmundbury was of a melancholy 


' temper, and had killed himſelf: but as Sir Roger was a Papiſt, 


and inſerts the moſt ludicrous remarks in his book, a man who 
could have ſo bad a heart as to jeſt on ſuch an occaſion deſerves 
little credit. But however this be, one Bedloe appeared, who 
pretended to have been preſent at the murder, and, upon his 
depoſitions, Green, Berry, and Hill, who were faid, with Kelly, 
a Jeſuit, and others, to have perpetrated the murder, were tried, 
condemned, and executed. Sir E. Godfrey was regarded as a 
martyr for the Proteſtant cauſe, and his memory reverenced and 


cheriſhed by the Proteſtants *. Hence the number of medals on 


this occaſion will not ſurpriſe. the reader.
